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How the 4th of July was Celebrated in 
the Salisbury Prison-Pen. 

Lieutenant Colonel Edward Hayes, of the 

1 Ohio, contributes lo the Warren Chron- 
icle a bit of interesting »>ereonal experience 
in the Salisbury prison-p^n, from which we 
take the following account of the way the 
BtssMMH celebrated the 4th of July, lfctili: 

At that time the prospects of our men, 
who were in the hands of the enemy, were 

Brticularly gloomy. There had never 
?n any regular e-trtel for the exchange 
cf prisoners, and all efiorts in that line 
seemed to have failed. Most of the officers 
confined there were those taken at the first 
battle of Bull Run, and had bten in prison 
nearly a year. The traitors were just be- 
ginning to try on the starvation policy, ev- 
idently with a view to see how far it oould 
be carried before our Government would 
retaliate, and I have not the le^st doubt 
that if prompt, severe, decisive retaliations 
had l<een made then, that the later horrors 
of Anderaoaville, Millen, Salisbury, and 
Belie Isle wonld have been snared ue. 

Our first step toward a celebration wps to 
get the consent of the commandant of the 
post, a Major Godwin. This fellow had 
formerly kept a gambling hell in San 
Fraucisco, bu' having been driven out by

Alter much delay he grudgingly 
iission to celebrate, hot with 
we "should not cheer, and 
t the Declaration of Independence should 
not be read.'' The puppy had sense enough 
to know that the document iu ouestiou was 
not strictly in harmony with confederate 
principles*. "Well, then," said our com- 
mittee, "perhaps you will let us read Wash- 
ington's la re well address?" 

"'Hem, well, I don't know about that,'" 
said the Major: "have you got a copy of it 
hen ?" The officers of* the committee re- 
plied that they had not, but that as Wash- 
ington was a Virginian the Major could 
not possibly have anv objections. 

So the htgh-mindeu Southern gentleman 
gave his consent to the reading of Wash- 
ington's f arewell address, but theu he could 
plead in extenuation that "be didn't know 
until he came to hear it, that it was a d — d 
sight stronger Union document than the 
Declaration of Independence." 

We had no trouble in procuring speakers, 
and the committee felt safe in announcing 
that every one invited would be there, for a 
very obvious reason. We had the celebra- 
tion with all the usual forms except that 
we substituted that "other Union docu- 
ment" for the Declaration, and with very 
good effect, for when Major Godwin saw 
the trap into which he had fallen, he hastily 
sent hi> < fhcer of the day and ordered all 
the reltel soldiers (many of whom were 
present) out of ear-shot. We had speech? 
by General Corcoran, and other officers, two 
f*f. .< y original poems by gentlemen whose 
names I ao not rememoer: sung the Star- 
spangled Banner, and closed (in spile of 
prohibition j with nine rousing cheers for 
the Union, one and indivisible. But the 
spirit in which the exercises were conducted 
cannot lw expressed in words, and I should 
utterly fail it I were to attempt to do so. 

There were present about two hundred 
officers and eight hundred .enlist , d men, 
and as I looked at their faces, I knew that 
whatevf-r might become of us, the struggle 
in which we were engaged could have but 
one termination. 

The afternoon of the day was devoted to 
sports, among which were fencing matches 
and a match game of base ball, and everj' 
thing was done in a manner calculated to 
the traitors that they had to do 
1 who were in earnest. 



Murder Will Out. 



ro Republican gives the follow- 
ing account of the circumstances connected 
with the murder of Matthew Malouey, near 
Chi- ago, in November last, and the arrest 
of the supposed murderers ou the 17th of the 
} r> -'-lit month : 

"On the Sunday preceding Thanksjriving, 
in the month of November last, Matthew 
Maloney, residing on the six-mile ridge, 
near the stone quarry, in this county, was 
shot in his own house, while in company 
with his family, by some peison or persons, 
as the verdict of the Coroner's jury express- 
ed it, unknown. From the effects of the 
wound he did in ten minutes after being 
shot. The ball entered the leu breast, tear- 
ing away tne covering of the heart, the pis- 
tol being fired through the opening of the 
door by some one standing upon the out- 
side, and endeavoring to obtain an en- 
trant. His wife, who was beside him, en- 
deavoring to close the door, succeeded in 
doing so alter her husband fell, and, fear- 
ing to go out, remained all the long, cold 
night, with her children and the dead body 
of her husband, until discovered by some 
of the neighbors in the morning. 

"Three shots in all were fired, and the 
wife saw three or four persons leave the 
house, though it was impossible for her to 
identify any of them. The circumstances 
of the murder were published at the time, 
and since then the officers have been on the 
watch for the murderers. Yesterday af- 
ternoon Patrick Fleming and William Cor- 
bitt were arraigned before Justices Milli- 
ken and Sturtevant, charged with the mur- 
der. On the night in question they, in com- 
pany with four others, had hired aback, 
and were driven to within a fourth of a 
mile of the house where the murder was 
committed, when they stopped the hack, 
got out, were gone a short time, and, upon 
returning, ordered the driver to drive back 
to town as fast as possible. This occurred 
about the hour of the murder, and upon 
getting into the ha ;k. one held in his hand 
a revolver which he carried until nearly ar- 
rived at the city limits. The horses upon 
reaching the stable, though the night was 
very cold, were covered with perapiration ; 
and the inability of the accused to account 
for their whereabouts during their absence 
led suspicion to be fastened upon them. 

"The defendants were held for examina- 
tion before the grand jury of t!.e Recorder's 
to jail." 



The Fate of a Clerical Operator on Wall 
Street. 

[New York Correspondence Providence Journal . ] 
While descending from the upper part of 
the city this morning, I found in the cars 
an aged clergyman, long since retired from 
the pulpit, but who I recollect as one of the 
most popular preachers of other days. As 
I sat beside him I inquired after several 
clergymen with whom I was formerly ac- 
quainted. Among the rest was the Rev. 

Mr. . " When I last saw him," said 

the aged clergyman in response to my in- 
quiry, "he was quite well. His departure 
was most unfortunate and melancholy." 
"You amaze me," said I, "pray, sir, wnat 
do you mean by his departure ?*" " Why, 
he was dismissed,'' returned my aged friend, 
"have you not heard of it?" 

On my replying in the negative, and con- 
tinuing my expressions of surprise the old 
man related the following narrative: "The 

Itev. Mr. , as you know, succeeded 

his father in the pulpit. He had one of the 
largea' and most fashionable, certainly the 
wealthiest, congregations in the city of his 
sect, representing from five to six millions 
of dollars. They adopted the son as their 
pastor before the death of his father, and 
showered on him every favor, benefit and 
good office. His salary was £7,000 a year, 
and the gifts of his parishioners, together 
with church fees, would probably amount 
to as much more. He was* beloved and 
honored by everybody. Two years ago his 
father died and left him, his only sou, sixty 
thousand dollars. 

"Two years and a half ago, the Rev. Mr. 
— was induced by a friend to puiohase 
a few shares in railway stock iu Wall street. 
He was lucky at the outset; was induced to 
dip further ; was again lucky, and luck led 
him on to ruin. From that time up toabout 
a year, he kept his Wall street broker, em- 
ployed, with varied success. From dealing 
in stocks he went into gold gambling ; the 
end of that need hardly be related. He 
soon found himself not only bankrupt, but 
be had sacrificed all his mother's estate, had 
involved his wife's father to the tune ofoue 
hundred thousand dollars, and had rendered 
two or three of his wealthy purishoners lia- 
ble to the loss of sums varying from one 
hundred and fifty thousand to forty thous- 
and. 

"He now found himself but little better 
than a beggar in the world. The proper 
ecclesiastical authority interfered, took the 
matter up and manifested great indigna- 
tion. I was selected as a go-between for 
both parties. I accepted the office; I found 
the authorities unanimous against the Rev. 

Mr. , and advised him to resign, as it 

would be idle and absurd to contend ugainst 
that body. He adopted my advice, resigued, 
took his family to a sequestered retreat in a 
neighbo.- ing State, where they reside, con- 
signed to poverty. Some mouths ago a few 
membeis of the Rev. Mr. s congrega- 
tion raised a fuud of thirty thousand dol- 
lars for him, and urged him to quit his na- ] 
tive land for awhile and sojourn iu Europe. 
He accepted their proposition and is now ju 
Germany. His sad fate should be a terrible 
warning to all clergymen against stock 
gambling." 

The unfortunate clergyman here referred 
to, I have been intimately acquainted with 
for ten or fifteen years, lie was young 
when I first knew him; splendidly educa- 
ted, eloquent, and possessed great mascu- 
line beauty. Being beyond his parish for 
the last four yeais, I had not known of his 
misfortune. I am u!ad to know that his 
character outside of his stock speculations, 
remains untarnished, even by tue breath of 
suspicion. And I hope aud pray to God, as 
he is yet young, that he may return to his 
native land aud out-live bis disasters.

1 ouug I.ady Shot by a Jealous Lover, 
who attempted Suicide. 

From the Smyrna (Del.) Times, 12th. J 
A very sad affair occurred at Kit's Ham- 
mock, near Dover, on Thursday last, wiii< h 
resulted in the shooting of Miss Ettie Hall, 
of Frederica, and the attempted suicide of 
the young man who did it — James Heverin, 
jr., of Dover. It seems that Heveriu, meet- 
ing James Mitchell promenading with Miss 
Hall, requested her to grant him a lew mo- 
ments private conversation. She declined, 
saying it was not convenient then, but con- 
senteu to meet him at a proper time. The 
parties separated, Heverin going to the 
hotel, and the lady and gentleman continu- 
ing their walk to the "round-house." In a 
short time Mr. II. entered one of the door* 
of the round-house where Miss Hall and 
Mr. Mitchell were standing, and discharg- 
ed pistol at the latter, tue ball passing 
through his hat. Tne parties then made 
their exit by another door, when Heveriu 
discharged another shot at Mitchell, but 
Miss Hall, being between tbem, received 
the ball in the le»t temple. When she fell 
(Mitchell also fell, as a ruse), Heverin see- 
ing he had shot the wrong one, shot himself 
in the breast. The injured parties were con- 
veyed to their respective homes. It is fear- 
ed the lady cannot live. 

A strong attachment is said to have exist- 
ed for some time bat ween Mr. Heverin and 
Mies Hall, but recently, supposing that 
Mr. Mitchell desired to address the young 
lady, exasperated him to the commision of 
the fearful act above mentioned. These 
are the facts, as near as we can learn them. 

The act, the circumstances under which 
it was committed, and the position held by 
the para. • engaged in it, has awakened the 
deepest interest throughout the State. Mr. 
Heverin is a son of James L. Heverin, E-q., 
Register of Wills for this county, and law 
student at Harvard. The lady is daughter 
of John W. Hall, Esq., a wealthv aud 
prominent citizen of Frederica. She is 
quite young, and represented as being very- 
amiable and beautiiul. Young Mitchell is 
a son of Dr. Mitchell, of Milford. The 
f imilies of the parties have been on the 
mon intimate terms, especially the first 
two. Sympathy is universal. 

Governor Andrew as a Wag and a Patriot. 

We find the following iu the Boston Tran- 
script : 

Military necessity prevented two young 
lovers from joining bauds in mairiage. The 
soldier was four times prevented from get- 
ling his leave of absence. The War Depart- 
ment did not find it consistent with its duty 
to permit the lady and her brother to go to 
the distant front to have the rite duly sol- 
emnized, so that the wife might share the 
lot of the husband. 

At last an appeal was made to the heart 
of his Excellency the Governor of this Com- 
monwealth, and with the success that at- 
tends such an appeal when official obliga- 
tion allows the indulgence of his kindly 
sensibilities aud gentle sympathies.

Ex-Governor Israel Washburn's oration 
at Portland on the Fourth of July has been 
published in full in the Maine Free Press. 
It is an admirable performance in respect 
both to eloquence and intelligence. We 
have spacf* only for the following extract: 

"And that no example might be wanting 
to illustrate the degeneracy of the times 
and the perfidy of the public men, who, at 
such a period could alone occupy the high 
place of power, it was found that the ad- 
ministration of the people's choice and re- 
presenting what appeared to be the average 
opinion and sentiment of the country, had 
deliberately set itself to the work, in con- 
cert with open traitors, of betraying and 
destroying the Government it hau been ap- 
pointed and sworn to preserve. Aud so 
well were its plains laid for the accomplish- 
ment of this flagitious purpose that they 
could Be»reely have failed, if not to accom- 
plish the end designed, still to have pro- 
duced such complications and given the 
rebellion such additional advantages as

The new Fire Commissioners make haste 
very slowly in securing to our city the bles- 
sings of a paid Fire Department.

The agony now appears to be culmi- 
nating around the selection of a chief engi- 
neer, and the Commissioners are at a dead 
lock between two candidates, being equally 
and obsinately divided in their favor. 
Neither of the two is a proper person for so 
prominent and important a position, aud 
the Commissioners, give evidence of falling 
far short of a true appreciation of the kind 
cjf calibre needed in tue office of chief. If 
properly viewed he should be a uian cana- 
ole of heading aud leading the entire lire 
department interests of the country, and 
should not only be a man of culture and 
brains, but equal, in all respects, to the first 
class engineers graduated at West Point. 
Underwriters insist that such a man should 
Ije chosen and appointed, aud even General 
McClellau's name has been mentioned (with 
910,000 a year attached to it,) as not an inap- 
propriate selection. At all events any ap- 
pointment as chief engineer which does not 
include something more than mere "fire- 
laddie" experience and accomplishments 
will go far towards making the new depart- 
ment a failure.

The 
trip across the country will probably take 
most of the summer, but the party is well 
fitted out for even a longer time. In all 
probability many of them will ultimately 
tind their way to" California, there to settle 
iu new homes among their own people 
again. We are informed, moreover, that 
most of the promineut leaders of the parly, 
especially tuose from this State and from 
Kentucky, leave the homes of their child- 
hood with sad regrets, and with the hope of 
soon returning without being molested. 
They only ieave now because "excepted" 
from the amnesty, they would be lianle to 
arrest and incarceration, at least until their 
own trials, or those of their clas* represen- 
tatives, take place. Tho~e over, it is their 
intention to return, if they can do so in 
safety. Among thrse are Governors 
Moore aud Allen, of this Slate; Governors 
Clark and Murrah, of Texas; Generals 
Price and Shelby, of Missouri; Hindman, 
of Arkansas; Bee, of South Carolina; Kirby 
Smith aud Magruder, of Virginia; and 
Prentom, Of Kentucky. The latter was 
formerly United States Minister to Spain, 
served on the staff of Sidney Johnston and 
afterwards in the Trans-Mississippi Depart- 
ment. General Buckner, we understand, 
returns home lo Kentucky. 

The Celebration in Paris— Laughable 
Display of Augio-Kebel spite.

It is by no means an unwelcome fact, un- 
der sucn circumstances, to know that the 
relations between Fran ;e and America are 
anything but cordial. I have already ac- 
quainted you with the Yankee project for a 
Fourth of July celebration to-morrow, In 
the Bois de Boulogne, at the Pre Cateliu. It 
is to be strictly "national" — but the reason 
of the exclusion of foreigners is not, as some 
people supposed, the very natural reluc- 
tance of educated Americans to allow for- 
eigners, so fastidious in their tastes as the 
French are, to witness their saturnalia. It 
appears that the Government refused to 
allow the meeting to take place if any 
French radicals were allowed to indulge iu 
oratory— aud this condition the American 
representative here had to submit to. The 
ceremony, I believe, has only one prece- 
dent. The Dyaks in Borneo, after a suc- 
cessful war, have a feast, at which several 
of their enemies are devoured. On this oc- 
casion Chevet supplies the meal, but it 
takes place in the midst of a wocd, an ap- 
propriate "location" for the display of sav- 
age exultation over a prostrate foe. 

Death or Madame Jumel-Burr.— 
Madame Eliza B. Jnmel died yesterday 
morning at her residence on Washington 
Heights. Her decease was not unexpected; 
age and feebleness had done their work, 
and dissolution had been imminent for a 
long time. She was married in early life 
to M. Jumel, a French gentleman, who died 
leaving her with on > child. Later her sin- 
gular marriage with Aaron Burr brought 
her into public notice. They were married 
about the year 1832; but the alliance was 
soon followed by separation. Since that 
time she has lived at her residence on Wash- 
ington Heights. She resumed the name of 
her previous husband many years since. 
She was respected and esteemed by the few 
to whom she was known. She owned a 
considerable tract of real estate on this 
island; her property is probably left to her 
grandchildren, the children of her daughter.

Troops I^eit In North Carolina. 

iRaleigh Correspondence l..tb> N. Y. Tribune.] 
Under the last order for mustering out 
troops now garrisoning different portions oi 
North Carolina, the forces will be reduced 
to seven infantry regiments of the 23d Army 
Corps, with all the colored troops now in 
the State, and one regiment of cavalry— the 
5th Ohio, and the 2d Massachusetts Heavy 
Artillery. The infantry regiments destined, 
at present, to remain, are the 120th, 123d, 
124th, 128th, 1-'m ii, and 130th Indiana, and 
28th Michigan, (23d. corps,) and the 3d, 47th 
and 48th Now York, 4th New Hampshire, 
07th Pennsylvania, and 13th Indiana (10th 
corps). These, with those mentioned above, 
will constitute the entire force in the State, 
' and number not to exceed 13,000 men.

Treasury" Defartment, July 17, 1865.— 
The President, in his Proclamation of June 
13, 1865, having declared that the insurrec- 
tion, so far as it relates to the State of Ten- 
nessee, is suppressed, shipments thereto or 
therein of articles excepted irom the effect 
of said Proclamation, viz : arms, ammuni- 
tion, all articles from which ammunation is 
made, and gray uniforms and cloth, may be 
permitted by the proper officers of the 
Customs, upon presentation to them of in- 
voices of the articles to be shipped, with 
the approval of the Major General com- 
manding the Department of the Tennessee 
endorsed thereon.

Late News from Texas. 

From the New Orleans Picayune, of the 
15th, we get the following late news from 
Texas : 

We regret to learn that a great deal of 
disorder prevailed in Texas aiier the dis- 
banding of the Confederate forces, and con- 
tinues still to prevail wherever the United 
States forces have not penetrated. Order 
was very well kept up so long as there was 
expectation that portions of the Eastern 
armies would cross the river, but the cap- 
ture of Davis and dispersion of his forces 
becoming known, it was snuve qui pent. 
Quartermasters, commissaries, aud who- 
ever had Confederate property iu their 
bands behaved most shamefully. It is 
stated to us very authentically that, with 
one or two exceptions, none of these officers 
accounted for or turned over any property 
whatever. And since then the whole State 
has been infested by jayhawkers of the 
worst description, who take both public 
aud private property alike. On the sea 
const and in the more readily accessible 
cities full garrisous have already been 
placed and orderrestored, but in the more 
exposedasotmties of the interior and fron- 
tier, numerous depredations continue still 
to be committed. Gen. Sheridan, however, 
is rapidly pushing forward .the columns of 
General Granger from Galveston, and Gen- 
eral Weitzel from Brazos, and we hope 
soon to be able to auuounce the restoration 
of order aud perfect peace among our neigh- 
bors. 

Messrs. Ballinger <fc Jack have resumed 
the practice of the law at Galveston. Mr. 
Ballinger was commissioner from Governor 
Murran and Gen. Magruder to (Jen. Canby 
and Lieut. Col. Jack was chief of staff to 
General Magruder. The Bulletin, which 
clai ins to have been always Union, speaks 
highly of the firm and recommends it to 
confidence aud patronage. 

THE FOURTH AT HOUSTON. 

A friend at Austin writes us under date 
of July 4th : "The fourth is being celebrat- 
ed by the firing of cannon, hoisting of Hags, 
and general collection of the people. Ru- 
mors have it that the Federals would arrive 
to-day, and the whole country is assemb- 
ling to see. What a change! Two years 
■m one half were afraid lo speak, and the 
other half were ready to hang those suspect- 
ed of Union sentiments. We all hope the 
provisional Governor will hurry along. 
The delay is very injurious iu many 
ways."

It seems somewhat singular that while 
the Abolitionists of the North are urging 
clemency towards the rebels of the South, 
some of our own citizens, who remained at 
home throughout the war, are urging a 
proscriptiv e policy. 

A Kentucky Slaveholdlug nrute In Illi- 
nois. 

Although we live in a free State, and are 
in the habit of prating a good deal about 
liberty, we do not protect the unfortunate 
iu all their rights. A case has just come to 
our knowledge which calls for legal prose- 
cution. 

A Kentuckian lives in this city, very 
near its center, who has a little negro boy, 
seven years old, whom he treats as a slave, 
having owned the boy 's mother iu Ken- 
tucky. Last week he took the little fellow 
into a room, closed all the doors and win- 
dows so that his screams could not be 
heard, and then gave him a terrible beat- 
ing. The next day, out on his farm, six 
miles from town, Kentucky gave the lad 
such a flogging that his cries were heard ai 
the distance of a mile. After striking and 
kicking the child till the blood ran out of his 
mouth, he flogged him with switches and 
then turned him into a wheat field to pass 
the night, which it will be remembered wi»s 
exceedingly cold. In this condition the 
boy naked and bleeding, wandered to a 
neighbor's house. Several of the men in 
the neighborhood mounted their horses 
and hunted for the old villain that acted so 
inhumanly, and would have treated him to 
rough usage had they found him. It is 
now proposed to try the virtue of law. We 
hope that slaveholders and rebels will learn 
their duty by decent treatment, or else re- 
ceive pay in the same coin they issue to 
their poor depeudeuts. 

We give the above as it was given us, 
withholding all names for fear of instigat- 
ing the people to use harsh treatment to- 
ward the guilty party. The law should be 
tried upou him, and we have been assured 
it will be. In the meantime rebels in our 
midst, as well as those at the South, will do 
well to learn humanity. A new era has 
dawned upou our country, and some of 
these Southerners will soon see the light 
breaking iu upon them. — [Bloomingtou 
(111.) Pantagraph.

Trustees. mm - 

They will establish a central bank (which 
is now established in New York) and also 
branches wherever needed, and to each 
branch will be attached an actuary or local 
agent and such clerks, <fec., as may be 
strictly necessary to do the work, and all 
branches report to the central institution. 

The bank and all ita branches will re- 
ceive from all free persons of African de- 
scent, mala or female, deposits in any sums 
from a doll r up, and whenever any one 
makes a deposit he gets a bank book In 
which an entry of the deposit is made and 
all subsequent deposits are also entered in 
that bank book, if presented, as well as in 
the regular books kept in the bank. When- 
ever any one wants to draw out any of his 
money he can do so, and if he hands up his 
book at the same time the amount that he 
draws out will be entered in his book. All 
the entries made in that book are valid evi- 
dence in any court of law. 

Out of all the money deposited, there is 
a considerable amount which is al- 
ways in bank; for while some depositors 
are drawing out others are putting in, 6o 
that there is always a good deal of money 
there, and this amount the Trustees invest 
in United States stocks and bonds, so that it 
Jraws interest. The balano" on hand is alli- 
ed an available fund, which iskept on hand 
to meet current payments or to be put out 
at interest on call, or any other safe way 
tnat the Trustees may direct. All this makes 
a profit on the deposits, and all this profit 
beyond the necessary expenses of tho bank

to care for them in sickness 
and in old age, and to support their young 
families; as free men, working for wages, 
they must lay aside a portion of what they 
earn while in health and strength to do all 
this for themselves. The wages they will 
receive as free laborers is ample for all this 
and much more besides; in fact their con- 
dition is just the same as that of the free 
white laboring men in the North, and of all 
civilized countries. In the North the free 
laborers, as a class, not only take care of 
themselves and their families, buienjov all 
the advantages of education, and the means 
of prospering, so that many of those now 
rich, even a large majority of them, were 
once poor men. 

The great essential is that they shall in 
some way get a start— that they shall begin 
to save — and having once saved a little they 
find no difficulty in getting on. The Savings 
Banks, of which there are many all ov. r 
the North, have been the means by which 
they have got this start, and thousands of 
poor men have become prosperous from 
just that beginning, while tens of thousands 
more have increased their comforts and 
happiness all through their lives. The 
amounts deposited by poor people in these 
Savings Banks in small sums of from one 
dollar, or five, ten or twenty dollars, up to 
a hundred and more, is enormous. In 
one Savings Bank alone in New York, used 
principally by sailors and their families, 
and by poor working women, servants and 
others, the amount of deposits now is over 
ten millions of dollars! and many other 
Savings Banks have also large amounts. 

It was common amongst the rebel leaders 
when they were about to stir up the war to 
say that as soon as the Southern trade was 
rut off the North would be ruined, that the 
ships would rot at the wharves, the grabs 
grow in the streets of the cities, and the 
starving poor, assembled in mobs, would 
cry "bread or blood" and threaten universal 
destruction! A simple publication in the 
newspapers of the aggregate amount of de- 
posits in all the Saving Banks made by 
these peor people whom the rebel leaders I G f above 
had the presumption to look upon as mere I These v 
working cattle or wild beasts put an end 
to all this nonsense. The amount was 
more than enough to buy up every thing 
that their revilers possessed and ample to 
live on through a long winter without the 
gain of another dollar. 

Enough might be written on the benefit 
and workings of Savings banks to fill vol- 
umes, but any one who can think at all can 
think out a good deal of it for himself, and 
the effect in elevating the character and 
culture, as well as the comfortable con- 
dition of the class affected, cannot escape the 
attention of any one. 

The F reed man s Savings and Trust Com- 
pany is intended to carry the lienefit of 
savings institutions to the recently liberated 
slaves, indeed to all free persons of African 
descent. It is a national institution, char- 
tered by Congress, and, with a central bank 



For instance: if it be found at the end of 
six months that a clear protit has been 
made equal to three cents on every dollar 
deposited, then every one who has had live 
dollars deposited for six months, will .lie 
given fifteen cents, so that he may draw 
out five dollars and fifteen cents in place of 
his original five dollars, or be may leave 
the whole amount on deposit, the same as 
if he had put in five dollars and fifteen 
cents, and in the same proportion for any 
amount he may have had in. If he had fif- 
tv dollars, this will have grown into fifty- 
one dollars and a half, and if he bad a hun- 
dred dollars, he will have a hundred and 
thiee dollars, and so on. 

been deposited, and the owner may have 
wandered off or died without its being 
known, and the money may never be call- 
ed for. This is often the case in every bank , 
and usually this goes to profit of the stock- 
holders of the bank ; but in the case of the 
Freedmau's Savings Bank, if any deposit 
be left there live years, the company ad- 
vertises it in the newspapers, and if after 
two years more, seven years in all, nobody 
comes to get it, it is set aside to form part 
of a fund for the education of the freedmen 
and their descendants, under such plan and 
management as the Trustees may devise. 

The institution is called the "Freedmau's 
Savings and Trust Company," and the 
way it works as a savings bank is explain- 
ed above; its trust operations are as fol- 
lows : If any one wants to put in a certain 
sum, not as an ordinary deposit, but to be 
applied iu some particular way that he 
directs, that sum is placed in the bank as in 
trust for that particular object, and the com 
pauy is bound to execute the trust. For 
instance: a person may desire to give a cer- 
to some friend or relation at a dis- 
i at some future time, or under 
ly leave 

that sum iu the bank, accompanied by a 
letter, stating exactly what he wants done 
with the money, and the company will do 
just what he wants done, and all in a proper 
legal way, a great deal better than he could 
do it himself in most cases, for the company 
knows all about the proper forms of busi- 
ness, and has agents and branches all over 
the country, and has high credit ; so that it 
has greater facilities for doing business than 
any individual depositor can have, and in 
this way it can be of great benefit to the 
freedmen, who are depositors. In case any 
one woo has made a deposit in the bank 
dies and leaves a will, the company pays 
over the money to which the deceased was 
entitled to his personal representatives ; but 
in case be leaves no will, or if, having made 
a will, nobody qualities to act under it, 
then the company administers on the 
amount on deposit, and is bound to make 
diligent effoits to find his wife or children, 
or whoever else may be his heirs, and to 
pay it to them— but iu case they cannot 
be found within two years, then the 
sum will go to the education fund spoken

CHAPTER '>00. 

An Act to amend chapter 13 of the Revised 
Statutes, entitled "Citizens, repatriation, 
and Aliens." 

Se<\ I. licit enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of th, rnnmoHHxal'ttt <>/ Kentucky, That 
any citizen of this State who shall enter 
Into the service of the so-called Confederate 
State, in eilher a civil or military capacity, 
or into the service of the so-called Provis- 
ional (ioverument of Kentucky, in either a 
civil or military capacity, or having here- 
tofore entered su'-h service ot cituer the 
Cot.f.- '.erate States or Provisional Gnvern- 
ment. shall continue in such service after this 
act takes *-tiect. or shall take up or continue 
in arm- against the military fcret* of the 
United States or the Slate of Kentucky, or 
■ball give voluntary ai l and assistance to 
those in anus against said forces, shall be 
deemed to have expatriated himself, and 
■ball no longer lies citizen of Kentucky; nor 
■ball he again be a citizen, except by per- 
mission of the Legislature, by a general or 
special statute. 

Sfci . 2. That whenever a person attempts, 
or is called on, to exercise any of the con- 
■tituticiial or legal rights and privileges be- 
longing ouly to citizens of Kentucky, he 
may I* required to negative, on oath, the 
expatriation provided in the first section of 
this act; and upon his failure or refusal to 
\ shall not be permitted to exercise 
mv such right or privilege. 

B M • :>. This act to be of force in thirty 
days lrorn and after its passage.

Alisei.ee from the place of residence in 
the service of the country, or from any 
other cause, where no intention existed lo 
change the residence, will not exclude from 
voting, if present at the election precinct 
where his residence is, on the day of elec- 
tion. 

Absence without any purpose of chang- 
ing the residence, keep- the residence of 
such |»erson in his voting precinct. 

Loyal meu throughout the Slate are re- 
quested to report to the; Governor any dis- 
regard of the expatriation law, either upon 
th»- part of officers or citizen*; giving the 
na-oe> of the offenders— that they maybe 
proceeded against for such violation. The 
officer who shall fail to discharge his duty, 
as prescribed by law, or the citizen who, 
not u-iug entitled to vote, shall do so in 
violation of law, should be promptly re- 
ported, that the proper steps may be taken 
tor his punishment. Thi'se p ain words 
are spoken, that none may act upon the 
■apposition that they will lie permitted, 
with impunity, to disregard the laws made 
to guard and protect the purity of the elec- 
tiv •• l.auehise, or override the lawfully es- 
tablished sovereignty of the people. 

The military authorities wilt ast 
civ.l officers in the enforcement of these in- 
s'r ictioos, if sny attempt l»e u.ade to vio- 
late them, upon application to the officer 
nearest iu command.

Personal.— The ''Local" wishes this 
morning to say a few words to his ten thou- 
sand friends iu the city. He cannot be ex- 
pected to be in several different parts of the 
city at the same time, and therefore can 
not be expeeted to pick up every little oc- 
currence during the day. He therefore re- 
quests that his friends iu the different sec- 
tions of the city will report to him all mur- 
ders, robberies, rapes, elopements, shooting 
affairs, sudden deaths, <fcc. By doing this 
they will save him a great amount of labor 
and confer B favor on the ten thousand 
readers of the Pre*s, For all such favors 
we will reciprocate. 

The Local would also take this oppor- 
tunity of making a few explanations, most 
of which are applicable in his every day 
transactions. In the first place he is not 
one ol the proprietors of the Press, but is 
working for a salary i$lfy> per week, more 
or less), aud has to consult the wishes and 
interests of the proprietors. They have 
devoted a portion of the paper to 
news matter, and the rest to ad- 
vertisements, for which there is still 
room. The Local cannot be expected to 
t.isle a brand of wiue iu a liquor store and 
forthwith give the proprietors thereof the 
.id vantage of a column "puff." Neither can 
be, for a handful of worm}' pea nuts, itt ni- 
ize a confectionary — nary lime. He dots 
not know how many feet and inches a race 
horse lumped on the third quarter of the 
last mile of a four mile heat. He publishes 
the result of the races as they occur, and is 
generally correct. The Local has no season 
tickets to Mammoth Cave or the Hawesville 
coal mines, anil therefore cannot lend them 
to families, who wish to make a cheap sum- 
mer excursion. Again, he does not have 
thirteen hundred and ninety-five tickets to 
every show or theatre that gives a perform- 
ance in the city, aud if he did it would not 
be right to distribute them all over the city. 
They are uot transferable. He goes to such 
places as a matter of business and not for 
pleasure. Amusements pay for their ad- 
vertisements and should not be imposed 
on by fiersons who have the advantage 
The Local is not personally acquainted 
with every "star'* atf; c«t,actor or ballet girl, 
and is not authorized lo give introductions 
b) them the first day after their arrival in 
the city. He has uo fiee passes over rail- 
roads and steamboats to .'. /.-/. In a word, 
he has no coutrol over such thingF. He 
cannot advertise a person's business simply 
because he has had extended lo him the 
common courtesies of life. The local is ex- 
pected to publis i the police proceedings as 
they transpire, aud has not the power to 
leave out the name of any person simpl}' 
because he or she is respectably connected. 
Therefore all offers of hats, caps, boots, 
shoes, neck-lies or greenbacks for such 
favors will be indignantly rejected, cru- 
cially when offered in the pre-sence of the 
proj'f.ctors. 

The Local cannot or ought not to be ex- 
pected to miss a warm dinner for the pur- 
pose of witnessing the operations of a new 
pateut gang plow. These are only a few of 
the things a Local has not the ;>ower to do. 
He has many favors shown him that he is 
thankful for, and daily meets persons who 
have consideration for his position. To 
ihese he is very grateful, aud assures those 
persons that thev have his daily prayers. 

In conclusion allow the Local to give some 
valuable instructions to his admiring 
friends. He cannot attend a wedding on 
an hours notice, nor can he "stand up" 
with a couple every night. He cannot go 
bail for a person at the Police Court simp- 
ly because he has had an introduction to 
him, <»r because he is a patron of the paper. 
He cannot insert a marriage notice, accom- 
panied with wine and cake, unless a small 
enveloj>e coutaing fifty cents aud a respon- 
sible name is sent along. He is not pre- 
pared at all times to write verses for such 
things. He accepts all presents that are 
not made in the shape of a bribe. He is 
particularly fond of good clothes, aud 
needs a bat badly (not a bad hat) at present. 
No old clothes received except as rugs. Ar- 
ticles sent to his residence not received un- 
less dray age is paid. 

Iu conclusion the local would respectful- 
ly stale that he is not an orphan asylum. 
He is not able to adopt into his family every 
foundling of the city. He will cheerfully 
attend to any legitimate business on the 
street, but would prefer to have patrons 
come to the office, where they will be civil- 
ly treated. _

Inportant Xews from South America— 
Revolution Iu Kruat1or--I£u£UMi s train - 
er Seized— Revolution in Peru-- Kruui 
Central America. 

New York, July 24. — The steamer Ocean 
Queen lias arrived troiii Aspinwall and 
brings important news. At Uuayaquil, 
Kcuador, the President, Garcia Moreno 
seize i an Knglish steamer of the Pacific 
Steam Navigation Co., loading at the Mole, 
and drove the ofticera aad crew ashore at 
the point of the bayonet, placed troops in 
command of the munitions of war aboard, 
and steamed for tbe mouth of the river 
where the Revolutionists' vessels were ly- 
ing at anchor, which were seized from |M 
Government. He ran into one of these 
sicamers cutting her amidships to the wa- 
ters edge and sinkiug Ler. After a short 
engagement the others surrendered. 

The bulk ol the people aboard, including 
the leader, Urbiua, made their escape to 
the woods. 

The prisoners were brought to Guaya- 
quil and 27 ot them instantly shot. After 
this Moreno started lor Tumbexo, where 
he expected to capture more victims. If so, 
they fehare sain- fate. 

After his return to Guayaquil, the Presi- 
dent returned tbe steamer to the Captain, 
who received her under protest, and got at 
the same time .tJO.OOO for the three days' 
service of the vessel. 

The seizure is still an opeu question, hav- 
ing been referred to the manager of tlit* 
company at Calloa. The President holds 
that under the same law spoken of by Vat- 
tell, he had a right to take the vessel, and 
the I'.r : Consul appeared to agree with 
him. 

The U. 8 double ender gunboat Suwanee, 
arrived at Panama with news from Calloa 
to the tith. The rebellion in Peru appears 
to gain ground. On the 5th a blood3' battle 
oe eurr aq six miles from Lima, between 
12,000 rebels and ri,000 government troops, 
in which the latter were successful, taking 
100 men and 25 
the killed. 

A few days previously a mutiny broke 
out on board the Hag ship Amazon, of the 
blockading service. The mutineers gained the Clara, 
possession of the ship under direction of the 
other of the deck. Che Admiral General 
Panizio was shot in the cabin and after- 
wards hung from an arm of the vessel. The 
mutineers afterwards decoyed the Captain 
of the America on board and captured his 
vessel. This is the ship recently sent out 
from England. They also captured the 
Tom best, leaving the Government with only 
two vessels of any service.

From Central America, we hear of the 
capture of Kx- President Barrious of Salva- 
dor, who left Panama recently in a small 
vessel, expecting to find the party success- 
ful who revolted in his favor in Salvador. 
Ou reachiug Konsria, however, he found 
his party beaten and dispersed at La Aver- 
seus, and endeavored to return, but a stroke 
of lightning happened to shiver the masts 
of his vessel and he was obliged to run into 
Kealissn, where the vessel was confiscated 
and all board were made prisoners. 



Naval A flairs— Frigate Congress Raised. 

New York, July 24.— The flag-ship Hart- 
ford, Commander Shiefeldt, bearing the 
flag of Rear Admiral Henry H. Hell, will 
probably leave the Navy Yard on Wednes- 
day for anchorage off Ellie Island when 
she will receive her powder and ordnance 
stores. She will not leave our waters until 
tbe 1st of August. 

The practice sloop Savannah is at the 
wharf at the Navy Yard receiving the fin- 
ishing touches preparatory to being put in 
commission on Saturday. 

The Insea steamer, commanded by J. S. 
Thornton, has been ordered to come to the 
navy yard from anchorage off the Battery. 
She will be put out of commission. The 
light draft monitor Swansea, will leave 
the Brooklyn navy yard this week for Phil- 
adelphia to be put out of commission and 
laid up. The U. S. frigate Congress, snnk 
by the Merrimac in Hampton Khodes, was 
raised ou Thursday last. The remains of 
the wreck are useless, excepting the great 
amount of metal on her. There are vague 
reports as to the paymaster safe, with |2»,- 
(100 in specie, being gone, while in the 
wreck. 

rne Gold Nines In Virginia— Returned

They average two 
pennyweights a day to each man. I have 
heard that they are working in Bucking- 
bam, Culpepper, Fiuvauna and other coun- 
ties.

Mobile During the War. 

New York, July 24.— The World's 
respondent lrom Mobile says: Mobile dur- 
ing the war maintained an envlat.le dis^ 
tinction from must Southern cities. It 
heard war at a tfrstance, but felt little of it 
till the very close. For the first three 
years ol the war one or two bh>-k»de run- 
ners a week came in and kept alive trade. 
Old men and hovsofthe militia n*d etiay 
times aa compared with other c Hl aa 

The explosion of the magazine was the* 
largest gun of the war, and seems to have 
been due to gross carelessness and bad 
Judgment. 

Many wealthy citizens from other uitiea 
eame hither to live in comparative safety. 
Its schools ami churches kept on in tnetr 
usual way, and generally acceptable Con- 
federate stores of provisions and clothing 
were opened to indiscriminate pitl<tge by 
the citizens, some of th -ui securing two 
dozen pairs of pant*, and others the same 
number of vests. The poor of the city had 
been badly treated. 

A congregation of two or three hundred 
women, whose husbands were lighting, 
attacked tbe stores ami helped themselves 
to provisions till deposed by the Home 
Guard, but iu fact they were starving. 
The white richer exempts, or detailed men, 
were doing nothing. 

The opinion of those whose influence is 
greatest and who reflect views of intelligent 
classes, is undoubtedly submissive. It is 
accompanied with certain thanklessness 
that matters no wors.^)oppositionto the Uni- 
ted > tates is ai an end. Soldiers returning 
to tbe Federal rule sav, as for slavery they 
would not vote to restore it if permitted. 
The blacks ar<* already worthless as slaves, 
and they doubt if they will be available aa 
free laborers. 

They hope for an early release from mili- 
tary occupation, although they desire a 
small garrison till the blacks shall be gen- 
erally brought to . rder.

The Fourth of July was becomingly cel- 
ebrated in Panama and in Aspinwall. 

A slight shock of an earthquake was 
felt at Panama ou the l')th. It done no 
harm. 

The British ship Moercauld was wrecked 
in May, 1*64, on Desert Island, when ten 
days out irom Melbourn for Calloa. Six of 
her crew were drowned, and nineteen per- 
sons saved, including the Captain. All the 
provisions secured were four pounds of 
bread and three pouuds of pork. They re- 
mained on the idand a year and ten days, 
living on shell fish and roots, one by one 
dying uutil none were left but the Captain, 
mute, and one sailor. 

Proclamation of Governor Parsons of Al- 
abama. 

Mobile, July 21. — The Advertiser and 
Register publishes to-day Governor Par- 
sons' proclamation. The Governor reviews 
the prospects and condition of the South 
before secession and its present impov- 
erished state, and estimates that one hun- 
dred aud twenty-two thousand Alabamians 
were in the battles, of which seventy thou- 
sand are dead aud disabled. Silence aud 
desolation reign where once stood comfor- 
table homes. Yet amid ruin, suffering aud 
death, resulting from secession, every po- 
litical right which the State possessed un- 
der the Federal Constitution is here to-day, 
except slavery. The slave code is a dead 
letter, aud it is the height of wisdom for cit- 
izens to produce the best possible results 
from the new order of things. 

Justices of the Peace. Constables, mem- 
bers of tbe Commission Court, except 
Judge of the Probate Court, County Treas- 
urer, Tax Collector, Assessors, Coroners, 
and municipal officers of each incorporate 
city, who were in office on the 2'2A of May 
last, are appointed during the continuance 
of the provisional government. Judges of 
the Probate and Sheriffs in office ou the 
22A of May last, will take the amnesty and 
continue to discharge the duties of their of- 
ti< r until others are appointed. Kach offi- 
cer is ret juired to take the amnesty oath, 
ami give new bonds.

Journey Through Georgia and Alabai 
AMI In the Interior— Cotton. 

New York, July 21. — A correspondent 
writing, speaking of his journeys, says : 
leaving Savannah three week9 ago we 
;dunged into a comparative waste of wil- 
derness but little better than the plains of 
Tartary. In the interior of Georgia and Al- 
abama news is scarce and conflicting, con- 
sequently Band labia. There is the greatest 
incredulity as to the comparative comfort 
and general prosperity at the North. 

They have yet to unlearn the lesson 
taught t hem; that the Northern people are 
neither at the point of civil war, nor are 
their shops and stores idle or empty. Ice 
as a commodity is only remembered a? a 
tradi'ioii. Small stocks of goods are arriv- 
ing at interior points, but they are not of 
real value. 

The same correspondent from Selmasays 
that country has uot been extensively rav- 
aged. Fine crops of corn arernow standiug 
and there will be uo scarcity of the neces- 
saries of life. 

There is uo cotton planted. Many of the 
planters express themselves distrustful of 
their inability to make the negroes work, 
iu fact they are not desirous to make the 
experiment tried by others. They are wil- 
ling to sell their lands, or, failing in that, 
to leave them to the capitalists. Salem was 
long the best cotton market in the South- 
ern country, and of almost every other ar- 
ticle of production, and since the war has 
been the granery aud garden of the 
Southwest. 

In Central and Southern Alabama there 
are still small lots of cotton in the hands of 
planters. 

It is popularly believed at the North that 
all restrictions upon trade, has been re- 
moved by the proclamation of the Presi- 
dent. So they are, but uot in practice. The 
military authorities are so anxious to pro- 
tect the government cotton that they con- 
trive with difficulty to place obstructions in 
the way of its sale. The result then of the 
proceedings is that some confidential agent 
gets the cotton at a great sacrifice and 
shares with the military or treasury officers 
the proceeds, the govern uient not getting 
one-half its own.the balance becomes special 
pretuium by rascality aud perjury. 

These remarks are not to be understood 
as having particular application. It is the 
case all the way from Savannah to Mobile.

The Government is to pay a certain rent 
to Mr. Ford till the first ot "February, and if 
by that time Congress has not made an ap- 
propriation lor the purchase, it will be re- 
turned to him. 

Benjamin, the late Secretary of State of 
the Confederacy, it is understood here, and 
on good authority, has arrived safely in 
Paris bv way of Nassau, with the intention 
of making his future home in Austria. 

The Herald's eorresj>ondeut says John Y. 
Mason, the rebel commissioner to Europe, 
has gone to St. Catherines, C. W., to reside. 
< >ther rebel emissaries to Europe have also 
come back and are residing in Canada. 

Ni w York, July 114.— The Herald's cor- 
respondent says of the Springfield, Mass., 
National arms manufacture: Since the close 
of the war instead of .'5,000 men constantly 
employed there the last two years, over 
2,000 have been discharged. While the war 
lasted one hundred and eighty thousand 
dollars were required monthly to pay work- 
men's wages, and l.CKH) guns were turned 
out daily. No more of the old and celebrat- 
ed pattern of the Springfield muskets are 
to be made; 200,000 of them are now stored 
in the arsenal, and 50,000 were recently sent 
to the arsenal at Columbus, Ohio. 

New York, July 24.— During the progress 
recently in the United States District Court, 
in New Orleans, of the proceedings for the 
confiscation of the rebel emissary Slidell's 
estate in that city, a claim on it of 290,0u0 
1 ratios was put in by the Paris banking 
house of M. Scuard A Co., and one of 10,000 
francs by the Citizens' Bank of New Or- 
leans, for money advanced to the traitor on 
mortgages. Judge Durell decided that, as 
Slidell was a notorious enemy of the United 
States, his property in the country belonged, 
under the confiscation act, to the Govern- 
ment, and that these claims could not be 
allowed or entertained. 

OaaTOn, July 24.— The Eastern bound 
mail train on the Ohio and Mississippi road 
met with an accident on Friday near Dills- 
boro station, caused by the washing away 
of a culvert. The engineer was drowned. 
None others injured. 

The accident on the Central Ohio road 
was caused by the breaking of an engine 
wheel. Eight discharged soldiers of the 
17tb Ohio and one civilian were instantly 
killed.

^A^cincinnati at noon yesterday the river 
had fallen 17 inches, and the dispatch from 
Pittsburg reported the river rising, with * 
feet 10 inches water in the channel. 

Bv private dispatch from Pittsburg yes- 
terday morning to a coal dealer we learn 
that the rirer was then falling, with 9 feet 
water in the channel, that a coal boat tide 
was certain, and a large amount of coal 
would be sent South oo the rise. 

There has been heavy rains all along the 
Ohio Valley, extending east to the Alle- 
gheny mountains, with a "head rise" in the 
Allegheny river, which generally continues 
longer than a rise in the Monongahela, and 
makes a better stage of water for the coal 
fleet. A rise, however, in the Monongahe- 
la is always requisite to let out coal. We 
believe that a good amount of coal had been 
taken out of the Monongahela on the late 
rise and that it was moored at Pittsburg 
to await a second rise. It is computed that 
fully one million of bushels of coal will 
come to this port on the present rise. 

If the rise should be heavy enough to 
make seven feet steamboat water on the 
falls it will enable the most of the coal boats 
to descend the falls .for a more Southern 
market. A decline in the price of coal may 
be confidently counted upon.
